1 . Regarding the cage size for a chimpanzee - An issue considered by the CDC-Atlanta 
lACUC during the reporting period concerned a chimpanzee that was larger than 50 
kilograms and thus needed a more permanent housing structure as recommended in the 
Guide rather than the conventional caging that was available at the time. The Attending 
Veterinarian requested an exception from the recommendations in the Guide (Table 2.2, 
pp. 28-29) for a period of four weeks. The committee voted as a quorum (5 in favor, 1 
opposed, 0 abstain) to approve the temporary exception on March 24, 2006. This animal 
was subsequently retired from research and relocated in August 2006. The CDC-Atlanta 
lACUC approved on August 3 1 , 2006 a policy titled “Housing and utilizing chimpanzees 
in research at CDC-Atlanta facilities” that specifies conditions for housing and utilization 
of chimpanzees in research at the CDC Roybal campus facilities, including specific 
criteria for age selection, socialization, and retirement of chimpanzees from active 
research. 

2. Regarding housing multiple species (dormice and Gambian rats) in the same room in 
unprotected caging, the Attending Veterinarian of the high-containment area provided 
written justification for such housing to the CDC-Atlanta lACUC on September 28, 2006. 
The committee voted as a quorum (7 in favor, 0 opposed, 0 abstain) to approve the 
exception on October 2, 2006. Dormice and Gambian rats are gregarious species and they 
are frequently held in the same room during quarantine and distribution. Currently, we 
keep the dormice in microisolator cages and only handle the dormice under the biosafety 
cabinet. Rodent disease transmission can be decreased by microisolator caging or 
through ventilated racks. We provide negative ventilated racks for dormice but due to the 
size of the Gambian rats this type of caging is currently unavailable. Overall, housing 
multiple species of rodents in one room with proper barriers and disease prevention 
procedures does not cause a significant concern for interspecies disease transmission. 

The behavioral and physiologic stress due to interspecies conflict is minimized due to the 
decrease in visual contact and physical separation of the species. Currently, the housing 
of these species is necessaty until the ABSL-3 is cleared to allow quarantined animals 
into the facility. Presently, we only have one room to house these animals and neither of 
these species has shown aggressive tendencies toward the other species.
